In connection 
with the power of the flag he told 
how at the outset of the Great War 
(to which Canada had been the first 
to contribute a quota of her gallant 
sons) just tafter the Germans had set 
a ruthless heel over little Belguim in 
defiance of all her former promises 1 
and treaties to the contrary, when 
Belgium's power of resistanre was be¬ 
ing beaten down by the overwhelming 
hosts of the invader, and the citizens 
of Belgium were in deep despair, the 
Mother Land upheld her ancient re¬ 
putation, and the British consul drap¬ 
ed the Union Jack over the balcony 
at the Embassy as a sign that Britain 
had entered the war on the side of 
Right against Might. 

And all that night as the draped 
flag drooped low over the railing, 
men, women and children passing by 
in an _endless procession, gratefully 
kissed the border of the time worn 
emblem which meant to them the pro¬ 
mise of fighting aid from the nation 
whose word has always been a® good 
as its bond. 

In closing he advised the boys and

Every mile of roadway, espe¬ 
cially through the Canadian Parks 
where It has, in nnj.ny places, been 
cut out of solid rock and at stupend¬ 
ous cost, has been built with an eye 
to easy travelling and scenic gran¬ 
deur, and from early spring until 
late in the fall a continuous stream 
of automobiles, bearing licences 
issued in every town on the con¬ 
tinent, pour along the highway. No¬ 
where else can the motorist obtain 
such a long run through such ever 
changing scenes of natural beauty. 

During the past few years It has 
become quite the thing to motor 
through v-acatlon time, and those who

PUBLIC HEALTH 


Now that the fly season is in full swing 
we may he pardoned for calling attention to 
the necessity of preventing flies from enter¬ 
ing the house and from contaminating food. 
The fly itself does comparatively no harm, 
but laden as he so often is with dirt and dis¬ 
ease germs, he constitutes a real danger and 
a prolific medium in the spread of many dis¬ 
eases. 

The next six weeks are the most dan¬ 
gerous hi the spread of typhoid and other 
intestinal diseases, in all of which the fJy is 
a most-active medium of infection. 

In cases where the presence of infec¬ 
tions disease is suspected, it is the duty of 
the head < f that household to notify the local 
councillor or the medical health officer, and 
a due inspection will be made without cost 
to the individual. Failure to comply with 
this regulation is not only a punishable 
crime in the eyes of the law but constitutes 
a real danger to other members of the com¬ 
munity.
